RECIXTIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION. 

The candidate must be acquainted with the ordinary branches 
of an English education; Algebra, to equations of the second 
degree ; Davies’ First Lessons, or an equivalent ; with the 
grammars of the Latin and Greek Languages ; must be 
able to translate readily Caesar, Virgil, Sallust, Cicero’s 
Orations, Jacobs’ Greek Reader ; and for an advanced 
standing, he must be well versed in the preceding studies of 
the class which he wishes to enter. He must also bring 
satisfactory testimonials of a good moral character. When 
the Text Books named have not been used, others must have 
been studied which the Faculty shall deem equivalent. 

FRESHMAN CLASS. 

Andrews and Stoddard’s Latin, and Sophocles’ Greek Cram- 
mers; Livy, Ovid, Xenophon’s Anabasis, Homer’s Iliad, 
Latin and Greek composition, Prosody, and Written Trans- 
lations into English. 
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Algebra, Ancient Geography, History, Manual of Classical 
Literature or Smith’s Greek and Roman Antiquities. 



SOPHOMORE CLASS.

To those Students who do not board in College, the charge 
for tuition will be the same ; and for library, room, furni- 
ture, and servants, $12 for the winter session, and $8 for 
the summer session. 

A less expensive table is provided for those who may choose 
to dispense with tea and coffee, and a few other articles. 
The board at this table is charged at $1 50 per week, thus 
reducing the expenses about $30 per annum. 

Fuel and lights are furnished at cost, and washing at 37^ cents 
per dozen. A small’charge is also made for average dam- 
ages. Students who enter a College Class pay a matricu- 
lation fee of $10. The necessary College expenses of a 
boarding student, exclusive of books and stationery, will 
not exceed, at the higher price of board, $180; and at the 
lower price of board, $150 per annum. 

Students may be admitted at any time; the opening of the 
session is preferable. Bills are payable in advance, half 
at the opening, and the balance at the middle of the session. 
No abatement is made in the bills for board for an absence of 
less than one month, unless in cases of protracted illness. 

There are two sessions in the College year ; one from the 
first Wednesday in October to the last Wednesday of March, 
the other from the second Wednesday of April to the se- 
cond Wednesday of July, when the Annual Commencement, 
for conferring degrees, &c., is held.
